might have laid it down aflvon as it had 
givan me enougn of it,z. e, as ſoon as 1 
had read the Title page. Certainly if you 
had left me to pay the Stationer for it, if 
I had not returned it, it thoujd only have ſtood 
in my Library, to encreaſe the number of 
my Books : nor ſhould ] have ever taken 1t 
down, unle(s when I take dovin Bonarſcius his 
Amphitheatrum, i. e. when | have a mind to 
diſcover unto my ſelf, or others,unto what a 
height of bitterneſs, corrupt nature, not re- 
ſtrained by Grace, will tranfport men even 
in controverſies relating to Religion ; which 
of all others require to be managed with 
exemplary moderation 'and meekne(s ; but

1662 the anſwering whereof in a Latin Apo- 
logy for the Nonconformiſts, has produced 
theſe voluminous Vindicie, and of that 
Treatiſe my cenſure in brief is this, that 4 
Noncomformiſt cannot better ſecure himſc:! 
againſt it, then by ſtanding at rhe*'mark, a! 
the which its Author pretends to ſhoot ali 
his Arrows ; The controverſies betwixt Con- 
formiſts and Non-Conformiſts being brought 
to their trueState,it wilt appear thatVMr. Durcf! 
cither never knew them,or was afraid to come 
near them : To inſtance in a few particulars 
of many 
Several hundreds of Miniſters during the 

late diſtractions, were ordained by mecr Pres- 
byters, they only having courage enough t9 
conſer orders publickly, and ſolemnly with 
Faſting, Pryer and *mpoſition of hand; ; None 
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(3) 
of theſe would the Biſhops admit to Eccleſia 
tical employment, unleſs they would ſubmit 
to b2 re-ordained with and by that very 
form of Ordination, which 1s uſed for the 
Tranſlating of Laicks into'the ſtate of Cler- 
gymen: Here two Queitions ariſe, firlt, 
Whether a valid Ordinatioa may be repeat- 
ed? and that the far greater part as well of 
Conformiſts, as Non-Conformilts deny : the 
ſecond thereiore and only remaining Queſtt. 
on is, Whether an Ordination by meer, Pres- 
byters be valid ? if it be not, we nullifie the 
moſt famous Churches beyond the Seas , 
whom God has ſo remarkably owned and 
ſupported ami1 ail the troubles and _ 
cutions of their Popith Adverſaries; if 
be valid, then by the juugement even of _ 
very Conformiſts, no other Ordination can 
be received : Mr. Darell was unwilling to an- 
nihilate thoſe Churches in waich he was bap- 
tized, and yet was as uhwilliag to juſtifie the 
Eng oliſh Presbyterians in not ſubmitting toRe- 
ordination, and therefore wiſely pafled over 
tacſe Queſtions in filence; bur being by the 
Latin Apologiſt reprove for omitting ſo Ca- 
pital a controverliic, he grows more hardy, 
and adventures to affirm the Caſe of the Pres- 
byterians beyond the Sea, and thoſe in Eng- 
land, is not the ſame : becauſe among them 
taere are no Biſhops, as among ours there 
A 3 were,

were, and ſo they are defended by neceſſity, 
which ours cannnot plead, How much ber: 
ter had it been to have left this ſore naked and 
expofed to the Eyes of all, than to have uſed 
a Plaiſter that can neither Cure, nor cover it ? 


'TIs the Caſe of Tranſmarine and Engliſh Pres: 


byterians ſo vaſtly different ? Why 1s the 
ſame hard meaſure meeted out to both 2 How 
comes it to paſs, that if a man oraained at 
Rome, could obta; nlcave of 'himfſelt to aflent 


and conſent, he were capable of the higheſt. 


Eccleſiaſtical dignitics : but if a man were or- 
dained at Geneva, the moſt unfeigned aflent 
and conſent will not qualify him for Eccleſia- 
ſtical dignities, unleſs he will alſo receive new 
Orders. Was it ſo from the beginning either 
of our firſt or ſecond Reformatitons ? were 
any of thoſe, that cither in the perſecutions of 
King Henry the eight,or Queen A7ary,fled be- 
yond the Seas, and received orders in reform- 
ed Churches, looked upon at their return as 
meer Lay- .men? our Hiſtories tell vs they 
were not: nor would the right Reverend and 
Learned Biſhop Aorton ſo far ſcandalize the 
Neighbour Churches, as to re-ordain one of 
their Miniſters, though ſtrongly importuned 
ſo to do,by a Letter of the difſembling Arch- 
biſhop of Spalaro. Nor could Biſhop Ban- 
cref _ induced to give way, that the Scotch 
ao firſt be made Pig before 
[ Its {ts y Us #co landlthey

they were Biſhops, although it was alleadged 
that they had never been made Prieſts, but bY 
Presbytcrs. So as this cuitom of Presbyte- 
rifying de novo thoſe that before had received 
the gift of Presbytery, muſt necds be an in- 
novation here in England: of the which 1 
wiſh I could give a more fair and plauſible ac- 
count unto Forreigners, then for the preſent 
I amable ; For it would' greatly diſhearten 
thoſe renowned Miniſters abroad,who live un- 
deraKing of a difterent Religion from them, 
to come over to our Nation for a Sanctuary, 
if they muſt when come hither, break the 
Seal that God hath ſet to theirMiniſtry,before 
they be admitted to any cure of Souls. 

2. I ſay this pretended difference is no 
difterence at all, for whac rheugh there were 
Biſhops in England, yet did they not appear 
to magnifie their offices And it hath been 
wont to be accounted the ſame thing not zo be, 
and not ro appear : andif they had appeared, 
their appearance might perhaps make thoſe 
Presbyters who gave orders withovt them 
Schiſmaticks, it could not poſſible make their 
orders xull:for as formerly where our Church 
thought that Baptiſme adminiſtred by a Mid- 
wite was valid, and allowed and enjoyned 
her in Caſevf neceſſity to baptize, the M:I . 
wife had offended , if ſhe had baptized 
where there was no true neceſhty; yet ths

offence notwithſtanding, her baptiſme would 
have been reputed valid : ſo here, if our Pres- 
byters could confer a valid Ordination, when 
Biſhops were not at hand, their Ordination 
muſt needs be va/id, though Biſhops were at 
hand; & therefore all the duſt that is raiſed by 
Mr. D. to ſhew ſome difference between the 
Presbyters of -our own and other Churches, 
could be deſigned tono other end, bur to blind 
his own and his Readers Eyes, that fo n0 
notice might be taken how he got off this 
controverle : it may be he may come nearer 
the mark inthe point of Epiſcopac\ it ſe:f,but 
of that alſo we ſhall find that his Arrows fall 
Heavenly wide : For the Non-Conformitt 
has again and again profcſled in conference 
and writing, that he can and would for peace- 
ſake receive a Biſhop, that ſhould have as 
great a ſupermtendence over Presbytcrs as 
ever Cyprian had over his, but they fay that 
by aflenting and conſenting to the preſent 
Book of Ordination, they muſt acknowledze 
a Biſhop to be by dime Inſtitution, of a 
ſuperiour order to a Presbyter ;, and for this 
they ſay they can find no Foundation in Scrip- 
ture, andleſs then none in any writings of 
modern reformed Divines : If they are m!- 
ſtaken either in ſetting our Biſhops higher 
then they have ſet themſelves, or in making 
a Biſhop when ſet to ſuch a heighth, to be a:

Officer unknown to t'rimitive or Modern 
Churches, Mr. Durell had done a very Chri-

tisfaction to them, to thew them Ecclchiaſti- 
cal Perſons in the Lutheran Churches, digni- 
hed by the name of Superintendents or Epiſ- 
copi, unleſs it could alſo be ſhewed, that they 
claim that dignity by divine right,and are re- 
ceived by the Elders, as an Order of men ſu- 
periourto them : the which will never be 
ſhewed: nay it will eaſily be proved, that 
meerPresbyters have ordained thoſe who in 
Germany and Denmark, go by the name of 
Biſhops and Super-intendents : MNichelas, 
Amsdorft, as appears in his Life written by 
Aﬀelchior Adam, was created Biſhop ; but by 
whom was he created? by MAfartin Luther 
the Paſtour of the place where the Ordination 
was ſolemnized, and two Paſtours more. 
Now did theſe ſet this Biſhop into an order 
ſuperiour to their own? if they did, who 
gave them authority fo to do? if they did 
not , then his Title notwithſtanding he was 
ſtill of the Oraer of Presvyters, and thoſe 
that were afterwards ordained by him, were 
ordained but by a Presbyter.Likewiſe 1m Der.

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manifely tallen ef trgm the confeſhon exhi- 
bite4 to Swi 9:h.

And 
if any Miniſters of the Belgick Churches do 
either deſire or could approve of the Engliſh 
Hierarchy,they aiſo muſt fall off from the Bel.

If the French Cl hurches 
did not diſlike the building , why do the moſt 
Learned of them take fo much pains to ruine 
and pull up the Foundation ? why have Blox- 
ael, Salmaſms, Dali, ſo long employed thcir 
Pens to prove the Epittles even in the beit E- 
dition to be ſpurious ; I know Mr. Duaretl tells 
a tory concerning Bloxdel, that in his Apo- 
logy for the opinion of Hierom,, he had infert- 
eda paſſage, which ſome Scotch Miniſters 
prevailed with him to blot out : in which he 
declares himſelf to be no Enemy unto Primi- 
tre Epiſcopacy : if that be true, he did no:

ſure think our Epiſcopacy to be Primitive, for 
Doctor Hammond in his Anſwer to Blondetl 
complains of him, as if be were ſo far from be- 
ano rouched with any care of our C an or ſenſe of 
our miſeries,that he thought meet contrarily wore 
ſharply to prick, thoſe that were already oppreſſed, 
and endeavonred to triumph over our Church 
when it was (ick, and. ſtaggering, and ready by 
reaſon of inward troubles to give up the Ghoſt ;

mon: aw the light, onc among us had ſaid 
puvlicksy , perfetto oato 044. Calvinim : and 
Bilhvp Land nd inured his tongue to ſay 
Eccleiia Romana, and Turba Geney enſts s he 
had alſo told Siihop Hal, nat STOLE h he did 
well to put a differeace buty, ixt the Scottilh 
ana otiicr Churches, yet he had written more 
favourably even of other Churches, than tneir 
cauſe would then bare; and the good cauſe 
then in nand <1d work ſo powertully even up- 
on the Holy and Learned Piltiop Hall hium- 
ſelf, thar he adventured, as Mr. Prin tells us, 


- to reordain Mr. Fohn Dury , though he had 


been before ordaifhed in tome Rytormed 
Church. Such an Epiſcopacy as was claim- 
ed by Arch biſhop Cranmer, tnc far greater 
part at leaſt of preſent Non-Contormiſts 
could admit but ſuch an Epiſcopacy as Arch- 
bilkop Laud was introducing they cannot yet 
digeſt, and that is the Epiſcopacy that the 
preſent book of Ordination, it ailenred and 
conſented unto would engage Us in : _ let 
it not ſeem range that the preſeat Non-Con- 
tormitts ſtartle at it, when as Dr. He ans che 
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(13) 
Kings profeſiour of Divinity in Oxford, was 
ſo much offended with Dr. Laxd for aflerting 
it, thathe did not ſtick to athrm he was a 
Schiſmatick, and went about to make a Di- 
viſion betwixt the Engliſh and other Reform- 
ed Churches: yet though the Non-Conformilts 
do not like ſuch a kind of Hierarchy, they will 
if they conſult the peace of their Conſciences, 
uſe no ſuch incivil language againſt it as 
ſome of Mr. Durells Countrymen have done: 
they will not be ſo uncivil as to call Dr. Ham- 
mond Knave, which is the Engliſh to Salma- 
fius his Nebulo: they will not ſay as Afare- 
{ns does in his Examen of Dr. Prideaux his 
fourQueſtions, pag. 1. © That Dr. Hammond 
« as proceeded to ſuch a degree of fury, as 
« profeſſedly to propugne the cauſe of the Pope. 
« Much leis will thcy ſay that the Engliſh Bi- 
« ſhops had better conſulted their eminence, 
*;f they had acted inore moderately in it, 
« 2nd had rather with the reſt of Proteſtants 
© made it to be of humane inſtitution , than 
* ſo Rifly to aflert the 1445 davinum of it : for 
* as a bow by too much bending of it is 
* broken, ſo they too much ſtretching their 
« Authority and dignity fell, quite from it, 
« likethe Camel in the Fable, who becauſe

To-conclude all, when the Learned Gata- 
ker was mot bitterly railed upon by Lzll for 
being a Presbyterian, he anſwers in his Apo- 
ogy, Pag. 24. A duly bounced and well 
« regulated Prelacy, joyned with a Presbyte- 
«xy, wherein one as PreſtJent, Superinten- 
« dent, Moderator ( term him what you 
©nleafe) whether Annual or Occaltonal, or 
&« more coaſrant and continual, either 1n rc- 
« ard of ycars or parts, or Lott jointly, hath 
« ſome preheminence above the relt, yet fo, 
& as that he do nothing without joiat conſent 
« of the reſt : Such a Prelacy I never durſt, 
© nor yet dare condemn. The like he ſays for 
divers others , if not the greater part of the 
Aſſembly, pag. 26. And the ſame darel ad- 
venture to ſay, in reference to the far greater 
part of the prejent ſuffering Minitters; nay I 
may further-undertake for them, that if any 
one ſhould publiſh in print, that the difference 
- betwixt a Biſhop and Presbyter 1s by divine 
inſtitution, they would not thini: themſelves

wy ſules Angli ex parte colimarunt ad Paps. | 
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any way concerned to have ſuch a one ſuſ- 
pended from his Miniſtry : yet if my memo. 
ry greatly fail me not, Mounticur Peter ou- 
lin 1g his firſt Epiſtle to Biſhop Andrews, ma- 
king Apology for ſome paſiages 1n his Tract 
of the Vocation of Paſtors, excepted againſt 
by K. James, uſeth theſe or the like words ; 
That if he had made tne difference betwixt a 
Biſhop and Presbyter to be founded on a di- 
vine Law, his own Churches would have in- 
flicted Eccleſiaſtical cenſures upon him. 

It will concern Mr. Dwrell highly, either 
to prove that Afox/in wronged his own Chur- 
ches, or that they have abated of their zeal 
againſt Epiſcopy ; for if he prove neither of 
theſe, he will loſe (that which is better thea 
all his Eccleſiaſtical revenues) a good name, 
and when his hand is in at this work, he may 
alſo do well to take Biſhop Afountague to task, 
whoin his appeal to Ceſar by his Majeſtics 
ſpecial direction and command peruſed byDr. 
White, and approved as hit to be Printed, ſays 
P. 70. * That the Diſcipline of the Church of 
* England in the Synod of Dort, and other 
* Dutch Synods is held unlawful. 

If it be held unlawful in the Synod of Dore, 
it may be preſumed it was held unlawful by 
almoſt all other Reformed Churches ; , for, 
almoſt all ſent thither their Delegates : and 


theſe Delegates approved the confelhon of 
Faith, 
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(16) 
Faith, in which onely the Diſcipline of onr 
Church can be thought to be condemned, 
Now let Mr. Durell bid his zeal awake, for 
certainly Hanzzbal eſt ad portas : either he or 
Biſhop Afonntagwe will be found falſe witneſ: 
ſes 2gainſt the Reformed Churches, I will not 
determine whither muſt be branded for a Ca- 
{uminator. Biſhop Carleton hath written an 
examination of /fountagues appeal, And pag. 
I11. gives us to underſtand, © That inſtead 
*« of yielding his conſent to that ſtrange cen- 
«© ceit of the parity of Miniſters to be infſti- 
©tuted by Chrift, which was inferted into 
<« the Belgick Confeſſion ; he openly proteſt- 
&« ed his diſſent thereunto : And I believe that 
ſuch proteſtation was by him made in his 
own-name, and the name of thoſe ſent out of 
England with him. But I would willingly be 
ſatisfied, why the Divines of other Churches 
did not make ſuch proteftation alſo 2 Did 
they think the parity of Miniſters a ftrange 
conceit? If they did not , down falls the 
whole ftructure of Mr. Durells Book : if they 
did, why did they enter no diflent to this 
ſtrange conceit ? And I would alſo be ſatisfi- 
ed, what might move our Reverend and 
Learned Carleton to ſay, That the cauſe of all 
the troubles in the Belgick. Church was this, 
That they had not Biſhops amongſt them , 
who by their Authority might repreſs thoſe 
who 
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who brought in novelties. SureT am, that 
not long after the litting of that Synod,the Ar+ 
minian novelties were broached to purpoſe 
in Enolend, and yet we who wanted not Bl- 
ſhops, either would not, or could not, repreſs 
the broachers of them. This Reverend Pre- 
late was Dwoceſan to Mr. Mountague, who 
made it his buſineſs to infect us with Armim- 
axiſm : If his Epiſcopal power were ſo fove- 
raign an Antidote againſt the ſpreading of this 
infection, why did he never make uſe of it ? 
or how-came it to have ſo little ſucceſs ? Oh 
that it were not too manifeſt,that errours may 
grow in a Reformed Church where Hierar- 
chy is eſtabliſhed. « 

I have one thing more to add which it may 
not be amiſshere to relate. The Miniſters of 
the Palatinate being brought into a great deal 
of diſtreſs, his lateMajeſty thought meet under 
the Broad Seal, to grant them a Collection 
here in Englaxd for their Relief, The Letters 
Patents being Scaled , Archbiſhop Land 
thought meet to have an Alteration made, in 
the form of the Letters, and obtained of the 
King to have it made.

* Orthodox, and becauſe they maintain a pa- 
«rity of Miniſters directly contrary both to 
* the Doctrine and Government of the 
« Church of England. Either therefore what 


Mr. Durell ſaith from the Palatinate Miniſters - 


in favour of our Exghſh Hierarchy is a meer 
falſity, or elſe there is ſome ſuch Alteration 
made in the Judgment of thoſe men of late, as 
the world formerly knew not of; or elſe the 
Archbiſhop aud his Second laid to the charge 
of the Palatinate Miniſters, what they were 
not truly to be charged with. 

[ have inſiſted too long on this point, and 
ſhall conclude it with a profeſſion of my per- 
ſwaſion, that if a Synod ſhould be called, 
made up of the moſt ſober forreign Divines, 
they would adviſe his Majeſty to eſtabliſh a 
moderated, I1mited Epiſcopacy, as more ſuit- 
cd tothe Generality of our Engliſh tempers,

Forms of the Primitive Church; which ſet 
Forms the Reformed bave uſed hitherto, with 
happineſs and profit, each of them in their ſe- 
veral Nations and diſtritts ; till at la$t of very 
late, there did ariſe in England a froward ſ[cru- 
pulous and over nice (that I ſay not altogether 
ſuperſtitions) Generation of men, unto whom it 
hath ſeemed good Jor many Reaſons, but thoſe ve- 
ry lioht and alwoſt of no moment at all, not cne- 
ly to blame, but t 0 caſhier and aboliſh wholly the 
Liturgy uſed hitherto in their Church , together 
with the whole Hierarchical Government of their 
Biſhops ; inſtead of which Lituroy they have 
brought in their Directory as they call it.

much glory to find the Aſſemblies Reaſons: ſo 
vilified, they will find the Reafon of Mr. Hook:

Fifthly, It is very Probable the good Pro- 
feſſor had never read the Directory, elſe he 
would not have left it on Record, that the Diretto-

1 judged by this great man to be not oxely pure 
and free from all Popiſh Superſtition and Idola- 
try, but alſo from all ſuch things as were onerous 
and troubleſome, wr which djd contribute but lit- 


tle tothe Fdification of the Church, as well as 0- 


ther Reformed Churches. Twenty Cart-ropes 
will not pull this obſervation ovt of Capella 
his words. He oncly ſpeaks of the Liturgy 
made by the firſt Reformers of our Church, 
which vaſtly differgfrom the preſent Liturgy 
that Mr. Duvell takes upon him to defend. 


The third Obſervation is of all moſt mearvel- | 


fous, thus worded ; If theſe Liturgies ought to 
recede as little as poſſible frem that of the Primi- 
tive Church as he doth intimate, undoubtedly 
rw? Liturgy of the Church of England 3s the 
beſt and moft perfelt of them all,

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If Mr. Dxrell will have this obſerved, we will 
obſerve it as the ifſue of an over-confident fan- 
cy, yet humbly praying that he would allow 
us to think that this obſervation hath ao rela- 
tion in the world'to any words of Capellus; 
If he may be judge our Liturgy differs more 
from the Primitive Liturgies, then the Litur- 
gy of any Reformed Churches ; for he ſayes, 
Primwrive Litnryies were moſt brief and moſt 
ſemple, conſiſting of a few prayers, &c. Now 


' if we ſhould grant our Liturgy to be very 


imple, certainly it is not very brief, nor does 
it-conſift of but # few Praycrs : let Mr. D#- 
rell officiate according to it Morning and Even- 
ing, which I never knew any Conformiſt ro 
do, and | will be bold'to fay, his Sermons at- 
terwards ſhall not be over tedious : The 
fourth Obſervation is, Thar of all who call 
themſelves Reformed, the Presbyrerians are the 
firſt that ever left off the uſe of ſer Forms of 
Prayer. Capellns hath not the word Presbyte- 
rizns in his work; nor am I certain whom 
Mr. Dzrell underſtands by them ; perhaps he 
means the Erzlifh Presbyrerians, but how 


; came they to be Presbyterians a«r You ? 


Capellus was too wiſe a man to fay, thar rhey 
were the firſt that left off ſet Forms of Prayer 
he knew well enough unleſs he onely was a 
ſtranger in 1/-ael, that many years before rhe. 
Aſſembly met at Weſtminſter ſet Forms * of 

D 2 Prayer 
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Prayer had been laid afide and condemned 
az unlawful, by huge multitudes wha were 
angry with the old meer Nonconformiſt be- 
cauſe he would not ſeperate from the Engliſh 
Church, as well as endeavour a Reformation 
of ſome things. The fifth Obſervation is, 
That the many reaſons for which: the Presbyters- 
ans had rejetted the Common- Prayer Book_, art 
very light, and almoſt of no moment at all : "Tis 
true that Capellus hath written ſomething to 
this purpoſe, but it is the ſame Capellus who 
hath written ſo many bug-bear words againſt 
.our Engliſh Biſhops, in his Theſes de deſcrimi- 
ne Epiſcops & Presbyters, & de vario Eccleſic 
regimine, the former Theſes he concludes thus, 
That there was no cauſe why the Biſhops and then 
Patrons ſhould ſo greatly inſult, and onely n« 
grow anſolent _ thoſe whom invidiouſly thy 
called Puritans and Precbyterians. 

And let it be obſerved ; that if the Presby- 
. terians had onely reproved, and not caſhier- 
cd the Common-Prayer Book, their Reaſons 
might have been ſufficient, notwithſtanding 
any thing Capellxs ſaith to the contrary. Sixth 
Ty, Mr. Durell would haveit obſerved, Tha, 
the Presbyterians themſelves who are the know! 
Anthors of the Direttory, are in Capellus hi

Let Mr. Dxrell when he puts 
out next, Enolifh theſe words, for they ſeem 
framed according to the Heart of the Presby- 
terians, and let him then alſo tell us, why he 
calls the Presbyterians the kyown Amtbors of 
the Direttory, That Aﬀembly that preſented 
the DireCtory to the two Houſes, was as to 
moſt of its Members, when firſt called, Hie- 
rarchical, and under an Oath of Canonical 0- 
bedience; there are not very many of them 
living at preſent; of them diverſe conform, 
and are as deeply engaged to uſe Liturgical 
worthip as Mr. Darell himſelf; let tim there- 
fore when he has opportunity, enquire of 
them, whether they conſented to have the 
Liturgy caſhiered? and how they came to 
fall in love with it again? and what made 
them ſo fearful leaſt the old ſubſcription 
thould choak us, when as they themſelves can 
ſwallow theſe new ones that are far bigger and 
more bulky ? 

By this time I hope it is come to my turg 
to make ſome obſcrvations upon the 7The- 
fes of Capellus, and nty Obſervations may 
be the fewer becauſe I have already ſuggeſt- 
cd ſo many, and the firſt thing I obſerve is, 
Thar 
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That the men»againſt whom Capellus was fo 
hot, could not be the Engliſh Presbyterians, 
un'eſs they were fallly reprcſented to him : 
for thefe are his words, pag. 710, 711. They 
with whom we have ro do, bewray a manifeſt

eſpecially ſeeing yet 1 never had the hap to 
meet with any who could from their ex- 
perience averre unto me that the ſign of the 
Croſs with which they were: ſigned at Bax- 
tiſme , had added to them any degree of' 
manfulneſs; nor by comparing Teveral Bap. 
tized perſons could 1 ever obſerve, that 
perſons Crofled at Baptiſme, were leſs in- 
clined to be aſhamed of Chriſt Crucihed, 
than thoſe that were Baptized , not being 
Croſſed. Indeed this fign of the Croſs hath 
Miniſtred more matter of Scruple to the 
Nonconformiſts, then any other Ceremo- 
ny beſides ; and therefore Mr. Durell ſhould 
not have dealt ſlightly in this matter, which 
yet any one may obſerve that he does, for 
inſtead of giving us inſtances of Reformed 
Churches that uſe the Croſs in Baptifme.

And the French Churches 
agreed Anno 16099. That tney would not de- 
barre from the Sacrament , Tich as ſhould 
wear Croſſes upon their Cloaks; in caſe the 
King would not allow them the maintenance 
for maimed ſouldiers untill rhey aid wear ſuch 
Croſſes; He might alſo have added that the 
Erectors of the ſhort lived Commonwealth 
among us, did appoint a Croſs to be ſet 
upon that Money which they preſumed to 
Coin, and alfo pur the figure of a Craſs 
into the Flags of thoſe ſhips which they 
ſet forth againſt his Sacred Majeſty; and 
had he ſo done, would not any one at laft 
have asked him to what purpoſe is all this 
waſte of Examples? never did ſober Pres- 
byterian or Independant queſtion ſuch kind 
of Croſſes, many of them perhaps will be 
found to have them in their Coat of Arms, 
and in their Signets with which they uſe to 
Seal their Letters; an4 yet would at no 
hand be induced to ſuffer their Children to 
be Baptizcd with the ſign of the Croſs, as 
a /igne of thur Dedication to God, or as 
roken that afterwards they ſhould not be aſha- 
med of Chriſt Crucified, cc, Mr. Durcll had 
ſure forgot that the Croſs our Church ap- 
points 15 a Tranſient Croſs ( by which Bus 
thop Sanderſon would have it diſtinguiſhed 
ſulticicatly from the Croſs of the Papiſts 
which 
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which is permanent) elſe he would not | 
have brought ſo many inſtances of perma- 
nent Croſſes "which being the Objects of 
ſight, may occalion in us ſome good thoughts 
and meditations concerning the Croſs on 
which our Lord ]cſus did ſuffer, but thc 
Tranſient Croſs leaving no viſible impreſſion 
on us, has no ſuch aptneſs objectively to 
ſtir in us any good thought concerning 
Chriſt Crucificd, and it is h; ard to conccive 
how it ſhould be uſeful in the way of ad. 
monition, unleſs we had ſome one to ad- 
monifh us thatwe were Crofled with ſuch 
a Croſs : I know that dipping, or ſprink- 
ling the Water, upon the body, leaves no 
viſible 1mpreſſion upon it neither, but the 
ſpirit who alwaics abides in believers, hath 
an office to bring baptiſm to their remem- 
brance, and hath ſo eficCtually brought it 
to remembrance that they have from con- 
fidcrations drawn from it, quenched the 
fiery darts of Satan, that this bleſled Spirir 
will concern himſelf to bring our being 
Croſſed in Baptiſme to remembrance Mr. 
Durell will not haſtily affirm : what then? 
would Presbyterians better approve of the 
making of a permanent Croſs on the fore- 

head of newly Baptiſed Infants? ſurely no. 
But they ſometimes argue thus, ad homi- 
2a, and think that their is ftrength ta 
their 
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their arguings. 'Mr. Durell hath no where 
that I can find, ſhewed their ſtrength to 
be but weakneſs; rather he hath ſtrengthen- 
cd their hands by ſome expreſſions uſed in 
his Sermon , pag. 23. Where he placeth 
Chriſm uſed in Confirmation amone ſt ſuperſti- 
tious or ſuperfluous Ceremonies: Now Why the 
Chriſm in Confirmation ſhould be account- 
cd ſuperſtitious or ſuperfluous, and the 
Croſs in Baptiſme not be fo accounted, 
there can no good reaſon at all be aſhgn- 
ed. Is the Croſs antient, ſo is Chriſme 
the Croſs as much abuſed by the Papilts, 
as ever was the Chriſm: the Croſs made 
ſignificant of what Baptiſme it ſelf fignift- 
ed ; and ſignified more clearly than the 
Croſs can fignifie : and therefore ſuperfluous 
enough, it that be ſuperfluous which is uſed 
for the doing of that which was ſufficient- 
ly done before ; whereas in Confirmation 
there is no outward viſible fign to fignifie 
that which Chriſm ſignifies; viz. Anoint- 
ing with the Holy Gioſt inwardly, as may 
be collected from a Petition yet retained in 
tac Liturgy for Confirmation. 

| am notnow at leiſure to enquire ſtrict- 
ly w8to the uſuages of Reformed Churches 
abroad, nor into the Sentiments of their 
Divines concerning our Ceremonies z but 
this I have found, that thoſe who have 
gone 
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gone from our Univerſities and travelled 
into forreign Reformed Churches, and 


Kingdomes, have generally returned to us 
again with very little fondneſs for our Ce. 
remonies; now it ſeems very ſtrange, that| 
if the ſame Ceremonies be uſed abroad, 
that are uſed here, or if they abroad count: 
them as indiflerent as we do them at home, 
that Travells ſhould ingenerate in any 2 
dilike of them + and it is ſtrange allo if 
Mr. Beza had no worſe thoughts of out 
Diſcipline and Rights, then Mr. Durel 
would make ſhew of ; that he {ſhould have 
ſo good thoughts of Mr. Travers, and ſeve 
ral other chiet Nonconformiſts in England, 
as to make them his greateſt Correſpon- 
dents; for ſo I can prove he did by Letters 
ſtill extant, 
Hitherto I have ſhewed vou, how much 
Mr. Durell hath miſtaken, and miſ-repre- 
ſented the ftate of thoſe Controverhies that 
are on foot among us; I will now» give 
ou in a ſhort Catalegue of Impertinences, 
by which you {hall ſee that he hath ſtuff. 
ed his Book with Teſtimonies, to prove 
that which never any Presbytcrian deny- 
ed, or ever gave himithe leaſt occaſion to 
think he denycd ; The firſt place in this 
Catalogue 15 die to his Teſtimonies 
muſtered up, pag. <3, 5:. rclating to $a

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criledge, a Species whereof he ſaies is the 
purchaſing and detaining of Church Lands : I 
for my part think ſo too, and never yet met 
with a Presbyterian that thought otherwiſe : 
if there be a true ſuperfluity of Church Lands, 
then the Magiſtrate doubtleſs may out of 
that ſuperfluity take for any other good uſe, 
though it be not directly Eccleſiaſtical, In c2- 
{es allo of great neceſhty Church Lands {ſeem 
not to be priviledged from fale; nor can any 
wiſc man doubt, but that it is the Magiſtrates 
duty to convert ſuch Lands as were given to 
the Church by a Zeale without knowledge, 
and to promote Idolatry zad Superſtition, un- 
to ſuch uſes as are truly pious and acceptable 
unto God. Thefe,and other ſuch lixeCaſes ex- 
cepted, the Presbyterians would as willingly 
have a Vols me tanvere pon every parcel of the 
Church Lands as Mr. Durell himſeif, He tells 
us indeed, page Fl. Tat many Cre among Hs 
and ſome of them Presbyterian Atiniſters mage 
worbins of purcha/ins and detaining Church 
Lends, and another, as very a Scribler as hum- 
ſelf, hath told us, That in the Annotations com- 
monly known by the name of the Aſſemuiies Anno- 
tations he could never meet with any thing againſt

Elders, as well as by Bifhops. Then which, 
what can be more derogatory to t2* _—_ 
Pa 
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pal Power, Place, Juriiſdiftion , and Ordi. 
nation in Presbyters as well as Biſhops? and 
what Eminence will there then be left for Bt 
ſhops ? what will there be left to a Biſhop, 
more than what the Presbyterians have a 
thouſand times over acknowledged them- 
ſelves ready to yield him? It may be he 
thought he ſhould heal his wound by ſay- 
ing as he does, page 8. That theſe Elders 
are inaeca Biſhops, and the Biſhops Archbiſhops, 
ButI ſay they are indeed but a more Emi- 
nent fort of Presbytets; ſo they are expreſ- 
ly called, and they can be no other ; becauſe 
they were never by Ordiration put into ay 
Office, or Order ſuperior to that of Presby- 
ters; and obſervable it is ( vid. pas. predilt. ) 
That the Miniſter athnowledreth himſelf in his 
Oath, to recerve the funttion of the ſacred Mi- 
mſtry from the there preſent Miniſters of God, 
ana moſt Faithful diſpenſers of his 2/ſteries, 
Which are Phraſes agreeing unto all that are 
entruſted with the word of Reconciliation : 
So that this Teſtimony looks with a very e- 
vil eye upon Epiſcopacy : and fo does much 
more the Teſtimony of the Bohemian Chur- 
ches, related paz. 11, 12,13. for in that we 
ave Presbyters Ordaining Bohemian Bilhops, 
a thing that ſounds dreadful to an Epiſcopal 
car. Ihis ſtory will ftrengthen the Presby-

the very thing that Presbyterians deſire, that 
theſe words might be uttered ax the eng of 
the Commanaments, and not at the end of 
every particular Commandment : p27. 45, 46. 
he takes Mr. Calvins pen and drops a very 
zoul blot upon our Church”; for the cuffome 
of Receivinz *hricea year, which is known to 
be our cnſto.:c, ( for no man 1s bound to 
Receive oftner ) is by him the called v:t:0/w5 
29s, (4.6. ) a vitious cuitome at leaſt, if not 
a cuſtome fall of vice. But page 53. he calls 
us all, Fools by Craft; for thele are his words, 
T nat every National Church ought to have V- 
atformity within ir ſelf, hath -alwaies bcen the 
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ſudgment of all ſober and wiſe Chriſtians, and 
At this day the good example of all the Reformed 
Churches in the world I aflume, that there 
ought to be Uniformity in every National 
Church, hath not alwaies been, nor yet is the 
Judgment of the Church of England; what 
Concluſion hence ariſes every one ſecth, but 
the Concluſion is ſo horrid that I will not 
form it. My Aſſumption I prove from the 
Canons of 1640. which are ſo far from de- 
termining that there ought to be an Unifor- 
mity, that they expreſly allow a Difformity, 
deſiring in reference to the Rite of doing Re- 
verence and Obeyſance towards the Eaſt at 
our coming 1n, or going out of the Church, 
that the Rule of Charity preſcribed by the 
Apoſtle may be obſerved, (5. c.) That the 
which uſe this Rite, deſpiſe not them who uſe it 
mot ; and that they who ſe ttInet , condemn nt 
thoſe that uſe it. And how will the Presbyte- 
r1ans rejoyce to read thoſe high commendatis 
ons of the Bobemtan Churches, 'Tis ſaid page 
G4. That they are the firſt that Reformed 
Religion from Popery ro True and Pri- 
witive Chriſtianity : and page 99. 'tis ſaid, 
Happy had been all the Chriitian word, if, as 
the [aid Churches were the firſt that Reformed 
ehemſelves from Popery, the way of their Refor- 


mation had been followed by all others who Re- 
formed after them. This his high Opinion he | 
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confirms by the Teſtimony of Learned Zan- 
chy, and might alſo have confirmed it by the 
Teſtimony of Luther, Well ! this being ſup- 
poſed muſt not the Presbyterians carry the 
day ? they think they muſt, and therefore 
one of them, not many years ſince, Tranſ- 
lated Comenizs into Engliſh, as making very 
much for that Plat-form they aimed at. In- 
deed in the Order of thoſe Churches I find 
Lay-Presbyters, and which 1s more, Lay- 
Presbytreſles, and Elecmoſynaries anſwering 
to the Presbyterians Deacons. Officers IL 
know they have called by the name of An= 
tiſtites, which may be rendered Biſhops ; 
but every one of them to ſubmit himſelf to 
the judgment not only of his Colleagues but 
alſo of the Coaſeniours, and to admit ad- 
monition, Counſels, and reproof from them, 
and theſe Conſeniours are together with their 
Antiſtites to exerciſe Diſcipline upon Mini- 
ſters. The Lords day thoſe Churches keep 
as ſtrictly as the Presbyterians contend to 
have them kept. Baptiſme they adminiſter 
without the ſign of the Croſs; with them 
none are thought to belong to the Paſtoral 
Cure of Miniſters, but 'thoſe who do witn 
good will ſubmit themſelves to that Unity 
and Order, whereas among us every one 
muſt be a Church Member or elſe go to the 


| Common Goal; and that which anſwers un- 
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fo Eonfirmation .amongſt them is performed 
only by the Miniſter ; and before every Sacrz 
ment, the Maſter of a Family and his Houſe. 
hold come tothe Miniſter and are by him 
examined; ſome few Holy-dayes indeed 
are kept in theſe Churches, but ſo, that 
when Divine Service is ended, people go to 
their work as upon other dayes: There is 
no' order among them: to abſtain from the 
works of their Calling on the Saints day, or 
to keep the Evening before, Faſt, ſo that 
theſe Churches are as Presbyterian as 
Presbyterians themſelves can: defire ; what 
was it then that moved Mr. Durel! fo tran- 
Tcendently to extol them ?- page 46. He tells 
vs, That thoſe Churches that tirſt Reformed 
from Popery, reccive the Communion knee.

. cation; yea this Synod by allowing what 
was done in the former Synod, dog 
determine, That it ss unlawful to ſmite God- 
ly men with Eccleſiaſtical Deſcipline becauſe o 
external Rites, Let me alſo add, that the 
Fathers of this Synod were under { miſtake 
when they ſaid, That 70 Church 12 Europe 
anns 1583. did uſe ſitting at the Lords Table, 
and Mr. Durell is much more miſtaken if he 
thinks that any Socinians fixrit brought. up 
the cultome of ſitting amongit us here in 
England, for what if Dr. Owen ſaid truly 
when he confuted the Socinians, That So. 
cintaniſme had generally ſpread it ſelf into the 
Nation; yet titting had been uſed before 
Socinianiſine fo ſpread it ſelf, I never heard 
that there was a Socinian either in the Af. 
ſembly, or in the two Houſes untill that one 
Mr. Free got among the Commons, who 
for his Blaſphemies was caſhiered that Houſe, 
as I have ſomewhere read.

nies. We had before the Wars Biſhops-in 
our Nation, and Ceremonies enough; yet did 
we not find any great additions made to 
our Churches by the coming in of Recu- 
fants. 1 hope they in France can reckon up 
more Converts from Popery, than we can 
here in England, or elſe Converſions have 
been but rare. I alſo hope, that ſo many 
have not apoſtatizesi among them, as have 
apoſtatized among us: If they have, Rowe 
hath more to boaſt of than I could wilh.

truly Dr. Heylin in his Hiſtory of Laud, 
tells us, that there was a Conſultation 
whether it were meet to bring the thing to 
a Convocation; but it was concluded, that 
it was not ſafe ſo to do ; becauſe there 
were too many Members of the Convoca- 
tion inclined to Calviniſme, though there 
were ſome that were as ſtrangly inclined 
to Arminianiſme, our Pulpits had not fail- 
ed to ring- with Ideclamations againſt Pe- 
lagianiſme in ſome places, and againſt Sto- 
icall Fatality in others, had not the King 
by a Proclamation, put ſome ſtop to thoſe

Monarchy than Epiſpacy. Now of late in- 
deced, Arnold Polenverg in his preface to 
the ſecond Tome of Epiſcopins his works,

Clergy, and particularly to both our Uni- 
verlities; promihng himſelf, that almo$t all

ration of thoſe who are in Authority, whe- 
ther they alſo may not- be ſuffered to en- 
joy Eccleſiaſtical preferment, who differ from 
their Bretheren only in ſome few points of 
Diſcipline : I fay in a few points of Difſ- 
cipline, for as to the eſſentials of Diſci- 
pline I am not ſo quick-ſighted, as to find 
that we diſagree. The things that breed 
diſcord among us, are ſaid, by thoſe who 


are the chief cauſes of their impoſition, to | ' 


be Adtaphorows, (3.e. ſuch things as are there- 
fore good becauſe impoſed, rather than im- 
poſed becauſe good. On the other hand, 
thoſe who ſuffer for not yeilding to the 
Impoſitions, do judge there is ſome evil 
in the things impoſed, and deſire they may 
be indulged not to Practiſe them.

abuſed him, in leaving out ſundry paſſa- 
ges in his Letter wherin he did moderate 
and regulate the Epiſcopal power, which 
if they had been inſerted, the Letter would 
not at all have fitted his deſign. 

Laſtly, it plainly appears, that Mr. Du- 
rell is no obſerver of the Act of Unifor- 
mity, for he over and over confefſeth, that 
he hath ſuffered thoſe to preach in Þ15 
Church, who had no Epiſcopal Ordinati- 
on, which is a Crime ſeverely to be pu- 
niſhed by the Act.

But we are ſure from 
Hiſtery, that the firſt Biſhops who came 
over hither to receive Ordination, were not 
ſo dealt with : and therefore Mr. Durel may 
do well to conſider upon what ground ne

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tands, and whether according to the Princi 
ple now prevailing, he be not ſtill a Laick. 

I have one Catalogue more to give you 
ſti]l, and that will conſiſt of things which 
Country men call \Vhiskers; you may if 
you pleaſe more civilly call them, Durell; ſme, 
T ſhall not reckon up all, but yet I muſt 
be allowed to mention ſome.

This is a moſt notorious »—— nothing 
being more uſual m ſome Reformed Chur- 
ches than to paſs through and through the 
places of Worſhip, never ſtirring their 
Hats: But if be would have the ſaying 
vaderſtood of mens puttimg of their Hats 
when 
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when they enter into the place of Publick 
Worſhip, whilſt the Congregation 1s Wor- 
ſhipping, then muſt this ſpeech be placed 
where it is already placed, among the Gen- 
tlemans impertinencies, 

Thirdly, page 44. he averrs, That thoſe who 
profeſs themſelves to be Orthodox, euther altoge- 
ther negleited the Lords Supper for many years in 
botb Unzwerſities, that of Oxford having had no 
Communion for above 12 years; or only admitted 
ſome few choice perſons to the ſame, refuſing it to 
all others , though their outward carriage were 
ſober, hone$t, and religious. 

There are hundreds of Scholars and Citi- 
zens know this to be an untruth ; no Presby- 
terian in the Univerſity of Oxford, that had a 
Paſtoral Charge, or any thing like it, neglect- 
ed to adminiſter the Sacrament for many 
years, or for any one year; or refuſed any 
whoſe converſation was ſober, honeſt, and 
religious, Some of thera were blamed for ad- 
mitting ſuch whoſe converſation was not fo 
ſober and religious, as all Rules of good Diſ- 
cipline do require in Church-members. The 
phraſe, That of Oxford having had no Commu- 
non for above 12 years, perhaps was intended 
only to bear this ſence, That the Univerſity 


| did not for above 12 years meet together to 
| receive the Sacrament in St. Afarzes before the 
' Terms: If this be any fault, the Presbyterian 


is not concerned in it. In thoſe 72 years rime,

there were but four Vice-Chancellors, all of 
them right-worthy perſons , but not one of |* 


them profeſſing himſelf a Presbyterian, But 
indced it may be queſtion'd, whether it was 
vers nomint crimen, not to keep up that Sacry, 
ment. For I wonder who made the Univerſity, 
as the Univerſity, a Church ? or who is the 
Paſtour of that Church ? what Biſhop hath 
Juriſdiction over it ? or who ſhall Excommy 
nicate thoſe Members that come not to the 
Ordinance? I gever heard that ever the huy 
dred part of the Univerſity was at that Sacr 
ment when adminiſtred, or that any one mar 
was ever cenſured for being abſent fromit: 
nay I believe the $:atute injoyning this Sacrq- 
ment in that Church, will be found a ſpick 
and ſpan new Statute, coyned on purpoſeto| 
mure the Scholars to Bowing towards the| 
Altar. 

Fourthly, In the ſame page, and the ve 
ry next words, we have an Afſertion as void 
of all Truth , viz. That all the Reform

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Chriſt hath left ro his Church for the ſick, ani 
weak, a5 4 Meatcine againſt their Diſeaſes, 
Had it been ſaid that all the Reform 
ed World over, no one is to be debarre 
from the Sacrament by the Rules of Diſ 
Cipline, but a notorious ill Liver, the Afr 
tion had had ſome m- ?-ty, but what in- 
rolerab 
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tolerable impudence is it for any 


man t0 
arrogate ſo wuch to himſelf as to adven- 
tore to ſay no man is debarred indeed in 
all Reformed Chr-rches + others are to be 
debarred beſides not 1100S ill Livers, name- 


ly the ignorant ai. choſe that have 2ny 
heretical opinions, wiuch they make kn n, 
ea, and all thoſe who cannot fatisfie them- 
Elves to conform to all the Rites and Ce- 
remonies uſed in the Churckes, if we may 
believe Mr. Dwref himfelf.

Fifthly, Pag. 61. He finds a forchcad to 
leave theſe words on Record, Tt 5s ſaid that 
the Reformed Churches beyond the Seas take 
thoſe thinos in which they differ from the Reforss* 
ed Church of E ngland, tobe ſinful and that there- 
fore they would have her to conform to them. By 
whom was this ever ſaid ? either in ſo many 
words , or in any expreſſions tantamount ? 
and how would Mr. Dxre/l have this uncouth 
aftirmation to be underſtood ? univerſally, or

particularly ? It ſhould be underſtood univer- 
ſally, or elfe Mr. Darell's going about to prove 
the Negative is very needleſs; and if it be fo 
underſtood, he might as well have charged us 
to ſay, that the Reformed Churches count it 
a {in in the Engliſh Church to uſe her own Na- 
tive Language.

Sixthly, Pag. 85. he acquaints us, That the 
Reformed Churches beyond the Seas are told, tha | 


the Convocations of the Church of England con. 
fiſt onely of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and that 
the inferiour Clergy are not admitted to ſit and 
vote un them. 

Till any perſons be produc'd who told the 
Referred Churches any ſuch tales, Mr. Durel 
mult be content to be thought a ſpreader of 
falſe informations; if he can produce any ſuch, 
by my conſent let him have the whetſtone and 
keep it untill te can find Mr. Dyrell telling 
ſomething that will make him. deſerve to have 
it returned. But he ſhall not need to keepit

Seventhly, Pag.86. he tells us, That the Bi- 
ſhops in England are to rule by the Conſtsturions 
and Canons Eccleſiaſtical, and by the Laws of 
the Land and no otherwiſe, calling alwases to joy 
wh them in impoſition of ©-»15, and other mat- 
ters of weighty concernment, /c:; . -* the Prebends 
of their Cathedralls, or other gr...

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perſons before they are admitted to the Lords 
Supper ? or doth the Biſhop otiend againſt any 
Law or Canon, if he call none of his Miniiters 
to joyn with him, when a Presbyter is Ex- 
communicated ? or is it ſo much as neceliary, 
that the Bithop hunſelt thouid be preſent, 
when Excommunicartion 1s decreed? Is any 
thing more uſual, then for Lay-Chancellors 
to decree Excommunication 2? calling only 
ſome Miniſter for faſhion ſake to pronounce 
the ſentence : I would Mr, Darell would thew 
us any Reformed Church that hath any ſuch 
cuſtom; and I with alſo he would tell us, 
what thoſe Canons and Conſtitutions are, ac- 
cording to which our Biſhops are to rule us : 
For ſome tel! us, that they are to proceed not 
only according to the Canons of 1603. but 
alſo according to ſundry other Canons that 
ordinary people know not, nor ever had an 
opportunity to read of; provided they be not 
repugnant to the Laws and Statutes of tne 
Nation. Mr. Dur cl! 'tis like hath all the ; 7.Le- 
gatine Canons, as alſo the 212 Provincial Ca- 
nons, at his fingers ends; 1t he can find any 
Canon among them all, commanding our Bt- 
ſhops to call in ſome of the Presbyters to joyn 
with them in impoſition of hands, and all 
other weighty matters, let him diſcharge it in 
their faces; yet taking heed leſt it recoyie, 
and do himſelf ſome miſchict : For Biſhops

thc Canons relating to it expounded, by any 
but themſelves. 1 hupe no Canons are in force 
but thoſe of 1603. and by them 1 am ſurethe 


Biſhop 1s not required, to call in Presbyters to 
joyn With him, in every impoſitien of hands. 
In the 31 Canon indeed, he 4s appornted to cele- 
brate Ordinations 08 the four Sundays after the 
Emley weeks, and m the Cathedral or Pariſh 
Church where the Biſhop re/ideth, and m the time 
6f Druine Service, 18 the preſence not only of the 
Archdeacon, but of the Dean and two Prebenda- 
res at the leaſt ; or if they be let or hindred, mn 
the preſence of four Grave perſens, Maſters of 
Art, aiid allowed Preachers, The 35 Canon 
allo ſaith, That the Biſhop ſhall dilzgently exa- 
mine him that is to be admitted te Holy Orders, 
in the preſence of thoſe that ſhall aſſiſt him at the 
#77; Poſitzon of haids 5 Or elſe cauſe the ſaid Mint 
ſters carefully ro examwne every ſuch perſon. All 
this doth not amount to the calling in of Pres 
byters to joyn with him in the impoſition of

hands. The Book of ordcring Prieſts and |- 


Deacons, doth indeed require, that the Pricfts 
that arc preſent with the Biſhop, ſhall toge- 
ther with him lay on their hands when a Pricſ 
is ordained ; but how if no Prieſt ſhould lay 
on his hand, the Ordination is valid however, 
as 1S again and again determined by Biſhop 


T aylor, in his Epiſcopacy aſflerted. Yea he 
jaith, pag. 197, 198. That # was declared | 
Herejie to communicate the power of giving Or- 
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with Biſhops. What he ſaith concerning the 
Decree of the 4th. Council 'of /Earthage, 
pag. 189. I leave to others to examine, con- 
feſiing that I innocently thought, that when 
our Presbyters laid on hanus together with 
the Biſhop, they as well as he had conferred 
Orders; Dr. Heylin in his Hiſtory of Epiſco- 
pacy, pag. 162. hath ugdeceiv d me, for theſe 
are his words : The conjunttion of the Presby-

he was then anſwer'd by Archbiſhoy 
Whitgife, that Baptiſm by Women and Lay: 
perſons, was not allow*'d in the practiſe of 
the Church, but was enquired of and cen- 
fur*d in the Biſhops Vifitations, and that 
the words in the Book inferred no fuct 
meaning. But Biſhop Bancroft declared, 
that the Church by thoſe words did intend 
in caſe of neceſliity, a permiſſion of private 
perſons to Baptize, and thar this permiſſion 


was agreeable to the practiſe of the ancient; 


Churches: Withal opening the abfurditics 
and impieties of their Opinion who think 
there is no neceffity of Baptiſme : I confeſs, 
I could not but wonder that they whe had

37, he had 
ſaid, That moſt if not*adl the Direitorians had 
for along time here in England left it ont of 
their Service : But wiſcly then adds, Jt wil 
be hard to mahe Tran'marine Brethren bh 
ligve, that there were any ſuch men among #4, 
And certainly it will bz impoſſible to make 
our own Nation belicve that this had any 

ruthin ir; foritis known all the Nation 
over, that thoſe whom he muſt mean by the 
Presbytcrians, did mary , if not molt of 
chem, and that very oft:n, uſe the Lords 
Prayer, though chey did not think 1c they 
D:ty 
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Duty to uſe it every time they officiated in 
publick. I my ſelf for ſome years attended 
upon a LeRture in this Nation, carried on by 


| thirtzen perſons, as] of them uſed the Lords 


Prayer, and uſually concluded their Prayers 
with it. Iſhould wrong the Engliſh Preſ- 
byterian Nonconformiſts ſhould 1 not here 
acknowledg that they have very wel deferv'd 
of the Church of Chriſt by their Pious and 
Learned Diſcourſes and Sermons upon the 
Lords Prayer : I believe no Church can ſhcw 
a more full and profitable Treatiſe of it than 
that compoſed by Mr, 7ohn Ball, and pub- 
liſhed by his loving Friend Mr. Simeon Aſh, 
towards the end of a Book, Entituled, The 
Powwer of Goalineſs , nor do I know that 
ever the uſe of the Lords Prayer was more 
fully Apologiz'd for, againſt the Exceptions 
of the Browniſts and others, than by Mr. Pa- 
get, and Mr. Thom. Hodges, the one ſundry 
years ſince dead in the Lord, the other ſtill 
inthe Land of the Living. Oh that I had ſo 
much reaſon to commend the Zeal of all the 
Epiſcopal Miniſters of my Acquaintance ! 
But indeed T have not; $ undry of them whoſe 
parts I preatly eſteemed I have known to 
conclude their Prayers before Scrmon with- 
out any uſe of the Lords Prayer , as oft as 
they could conceive that there was any 
(reat Perſon in the Congregarion , wno 
woutd 
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would think the worſe of them for uſing 
IT, 
Toconclude this buſineſs, I Queſtion not 
but it is both lawful and expedient to uſe 
the Lords Prayer, as a Prayer as well as a 
pattern z butler not Mr.D. too ſeverely cen- 
ſure thoſe who cannot as yet obtain leay: 
of themſelves to uſe it as a Prayer, eſpecial 
ly at ſuch times when they have before 
prayed largely both for themſelves and 
others; for where can he find a Law ma- 
king it our duty to uſe thoſe words com- 
monly called the Lords Prayer, any other- 
wiſe than as x pattern and example of our 
Prayers. I know he ſomewhere produceth 
the words of St. Luke, When je pray, [ay,&c, 
But were thoſe words brought into the form 
of a Syllogiſm,ic would not to the Brownitts 
themſelves appear very formidable , for they 
will ask what the words be that Chriſt there 
commands to uſe : if it ſhould be anſwered 
them, the words that follow in St. Luke 
Goſpel, then would they reply, that all who 
tye themſelves to the uſe of our Engliſh Lt 
rurgy would be tranſpreſſours of this Law; 
forno where inall the Liturgy does the 
Lords Prayer occur as it is recorded in St, 
Entes Goſpel, Indecd the Compilers of 
our L:turzy do neither follow St. Matthew 
"or St £54, but yary from them both, as 


b 
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will appear to any that ſhall compare the 
Lords Prayer in the Liturgy, with the Lord; 
Prayer inthe New Teſtament, whether of 
the laſt or former Tranſlation, Burt if it 
ſhould be ſaid to them that the Command- 
ment requires only that words be uſed ro the 
ſame ſenſe and purpoſe with thoſe in St. 
Luke 3 then 1s the Browniſt at as great Li- 
berey as he could wiſh , They who layjir as a 
b.irden upon our Conſciences to uſe the ſame 
words in Engliſh that the Evangeliſts uſed 
in Greck, ſhould do well clearly to ſatis fic 
us, what words were uſed by the Eyange- 
liſts, for in no other matter do the Copies 
morevary. I have enough to ſatisfhe my 
ſelf, that the Doxology in /fartthew was not 
added in later times,as ſome think; but if any 
one ſhould differ from me in this Opinion, 
| ſhould be loath to tye my ſelf neither to 
eatnor drink, tillT had convinced him. 
Grotis t.||s me that it is in the Syriack and 
Arabick Tranſlations, yea, and inthe La- 
tine too; butl am ſureit 15 not in that A-« 
rabick Tranſlation exhibited to us 1n our 
late Polyplotts, and iris in yery few Latine 
Tranſlations, if any that are confiderable, A- 
men is wanting in the very Syriack Tranila- 
tion, which all Scholars acknowledge to be 
ancient , but how ſhall I be able to per ſwad-: 


gl! adiſlenter, that this Syriack Iran! tony 
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which we follow , 1s the Ancienteſt in that 
kind 3 If it be the Ancienteſt, then muſt 1 
needs acknowledpe that from thence may be 
fetched a very good Argument for the An- 
riquity of Holy-dayes : Bur perhaps it 15 not 
the Ancienteſt : that which Immanzel Tre- 
melins followed, having no ſuch Inſcripti- 
ons and various Titles; by which 1s f1gnifed 
that theſe and the other things were done 
certain dayes in the Year; How ſhould 1 
convince him that would ſay,Osr Father on- 
ly, and not, Ozr Father which art in Heaven, 
or him that would uſe fewer Petitions by 
two, then we commonly uſe, or him thac 
would not ſay, Amen, at the end of the 
Prayer. Above all things this makes me 
that I dare not too confidently afſert that 
our Lord Jeſus intended ito nate it the 


Duty of his Diſciples after his departure to | 


uſe thoſe very words which he delivered to 
them, becaufe '] do nor find in thoſe words 
any mention of his own moſt ſweet & preci- 
ous Nare: whereas when he comes to glv: 
them a,ftanding DircRory for Prayer , hc 
cnjoyns them, oh» 16.toask inhis Name, 
aſſuring them that Prayers made in hisName 
ſhould be anſwered, but letting th:m know 
withal,that at that time they had never as- 
ked any thing in hisName,what ſhall we ſay 
to this? If we ſhould ſay, that the Apoſtles, 

| Chri'ts 
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Chriſts Directions notwithſtanding, had 
never uſed his Prayer, the Browniſts will 
make an advantage ob ſuch a Confeffion ; if 
we ſhould ſay , that though they uſed the 
Lords Prayer, yet by uſing of it they had not 
prayed in the Name of Chriſt, z. e. explicite- 
ly, and ſo as they were to do,after they had 
2 more explicite knowledge of the Nature 
and Offices of Chriſt; then though this 
prayer will ſtill contain all needful matter ro 
be prayed for, yet it will admit of Dif- 
pute, whether our prayers are not to be ten. 
dered unto God in ſuch phraſes and forms as 
do more diſtinaly mention the Death, Re- 
ſarreRtion, and Interceſiion of our Bl:ſled 
Mediator. Granting the Doxology to be 
a part of the Lords Prayer, as Iam of a 
ſtrong Opinion it is, 1t is plain that is is not 
ſo diſtinct and particular as ſome others in 
the Epiſtles and Revelations bz, which of- 
fer and aſcribe praiſe and Glory unto God 
by Chriſt, as Eph. 3.21. or unto Chriſt, as 
1 Timothy 6. 16. or to God and the Lamb 
Chriſt Jeſus, as Rev. 5. 13. Later wox0- 
logies do make an acknowledgment of the 
Bleſſed Trinity as to every Perſon. Glory be 
tothe Father, and tothe Son, ana to the Holy 
Ghoff : and it ſeems but mect that the Doxo- 
logies of Chriſtians ( properly ſo called ) 
ſhould have ſomething in them, todiſtin- 
guifn 
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guiſh them fromthe Doxologles and Supplj. 
cations not only of Heathens, but alſo of 
Jews. There be ſome that ſay our Lord 
rook this form of prayer out of the Jewiſh 
Liturgies, and one undertakes to give us an 
account from the Jewiſh Liturgies, of that 
variety and diff:rence that is to be found jn 
the recital of itin Afathew and Luke, viz 
he would have us think that the prayer, as 
in Mathew was intended for the Diſciples 
more publick uſe, as in Lake for their more 
private uſc : But 1n all this that Learned Man 
does need a credulous Reader,who will not 
too ſtrifly er:quire into the grounds of his 
afſeveration; Moſt plain it ts,that our Savior 
made- this Prayer for his Diſciples, whileſt 
chey were Members of the Jewiſh Church, 
and before he had blotted out the Hand-wri. 
ring of Ordinances, or had ſent the Sptric 
eo lead them inro all Truth : let it therefore 
be confidered,, whether we are not rather 
ordinarily to expreſs our ſelves in a Dialect 
more ſutable t3 the New Teſtament Diſpen- 
ſation, than is uf:d jn the Lords Prayer, yct 
uling that praycr alſo, as a prayer, and ma- 
king it the patern and«cxample, as to the 
rings to be prayed for, in all the prayers 
chat we make; and let men have a care how 
chey adventure to conciude their own pray- 
£!S : ]thus we further pray unto thee 1n chat 
very 
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very form of words which Chriſt himſelf 
hath taughe us, ] till they have made them- 
ſeives certain what form of words Chriſt did 
uſe when he directed his Diſciples. 3dly. 
he ſaith, ©* Moſt of chem had likewiſe whol- 
*« ly negle@ed the uſe of the Lords Supper 
6 for many years. He might with as much 
truth have ſaid, that moſt of them for ma« 
ny years had lived without eating and drink- 
ing:{The moſt of them miniſtred the Sacra- 
ments frequently, and I know where they 
have been blamed for adminiiiring it too 
frequently : if this CharaCterizer ſay this 1s 
not a truth, he may chance in a ſhort rime 
by printed Teſtimonials to ſee himſelf con- 
futed : But he hath not done, but for a Con- 
cluſfion tells us, © There was a preat 1rreve=- 
'© rence at Prayer in their Congregations, 
© very few kneeling, many not ſo much as 
« putting off their Hats, and of this, he 
&« ſaith, he was an Eye-witnels. I demand. 
only whether he chink it be irreverence for 


4 man not to kneel in the publick-Congrega- 


tion in time of Prayer? Whether ſtanding 
be not a poſture of Reverence ? Whether in 
the Zoydon Churches itbe not morally 1m- 
pollible for the one half of the Congregati- 
on to kneel jn time of Prayer ? Into how 
many Conrregations he went where many 


' did not ſo much as put off cheir Hats 1n the 
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time of Prayer ? And whether he either ſaw 
or heard that the Miniſters of thoſe Church. 
esdid any way countenance that irreye. 
rence? If he cannot anſwer theſe Queſtion 
roundly and readily, oh, what work hath 
he made for an accuſing Conſctence ! For 
ought I know thoſe in whom he obſerved 
this irreverence, might be SeCtaries,who did 
more bitterly inveigh againſt Pre+byterians 
than againſt any other men whatever 3 per- 
haps alfo they might be Epiſcopal-men,who 
deſigned to put an affront upon the Presby- 
terians Prayers : juſt as now ſome are obſcr- 


ved to fit upen their Breech all the time of 


Pulpit-prayer , unleſs when juſt the Lords 
Prayer 15 repeating, becauſe forſooth Pulpit- 
prayer 15 not allowed by the Church , but 
onely bidding of Prayer. I write it with 
grief, but I muſt write it, I never 1n any 
Congregations where I have been, obſerved 
ſo much irreverence as I have obſerved in 
thoſe in which there is the greateſt abun- 
dance of ſuch as alwayes pretended a love to 
the Engliſh Liturgy ; particular Stories I 
might relate, and would relate did I not fear 
ro ſet dejuded people at a preater diſtance 
from our Aſſemblies 3 but if Mr. D, will call 
for them, he ſhal have them by the peck & by 
rhe buſhel; I need not {tay about theſe parti- 


culars : the World I truſt will not long wane 
ſi M- 
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ſufficient information how much the Presby- 
terians have been abus'd by Mercenary 
Pens. 

I have only two Animadverſions on this 
Authors Sermon, and then your trouble will 
not be much longer continued. Pag. 20. He 
tells us, That thoſe who have Devotion and 
leiſure enough to come to C barch, and be pre. 
ſent at Divine Service may hear the whole Bi- 
ble read every year, the Old Teftament once, 
and the new no le(s than thrice. A man ſcarce 
knows where to be preſent at Divine Service 
every day morning & evening, unleſs at ſome 
Cathedral or Collegiate Church; for though 
all Prieſts and Deacons are appointed to ſay 
daily the Morning and Evening Prayer, e1- 
ther privately, or openly, not being let by 
Sickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe , and 
though Curats be appointed bejng at home, 
and not otherwiſe reaſonably hindred, to 
ſay the Prayers in the Pariſh Church, or 
Chappel, and to toll the Bell that chepeople 
may come and hear the word and pray with 
them, ,yet the Aﬀenters, and Confſcnters 
that do this, arc as rare as black Swans, and 
ifa man had health and Devotion ſo much 
as tO 1nable him to attend upon the Cathe- 
dral'S:rvice Morning and Evening from the 
firſt of fanrary to the laſt of December, yet 
ſhould he not by that means hear che whole 
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Bible read, either the Old Teſtament once, 
or th: New Teſtament thrice, there being 
ſeveral Chapters ia both, rhat are never ag- 
pointed to be read. 

Whether the Church do well to appoint 


above an hundred of Apocryphal Chapters | 


to beread, and about an hundred eighty 
eight Canonical Chapters, never to be read, is 
tlecac out tcs , certainly he that would 
adventure, 11 a Sermon to ſay, de fatto, T hat 
the Church had appointed the whole Bible to be 
read over once a year, had taught his tongue not 
much to regard Truth ; Sohad healſo who 
adventured to ſay, pag. 23. That it urequi- 
red of the people that they repeat aloud the Con- 
feſſion of ſins z No ſuch thing is required of 
the people, rather 1t is r<quired thar they 
ſhould repeat the Confeſlion of fins with 1 
lowly and ſubmiſs voice z Should all lift up 
their voyces aloud, there might be more 
confuſion then Mr, D. is aware of. 

But chovgh 1am confident Mr. D. 1s mi- 
ſtaken about the two laſt mentioned particu- 
lars, yet I muſt profeſs I am not clear about 
the Churches meaning in either of them : Af. 
ter Order taken for the reading of the Pſalms, 
weare thus directed, ©* Then ſhall be read 
*<diſtintly with an audible voice the firſt 
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Any man by this would: think that the firſt 
| Leſſon were alway by the Kalendar appoint- 
ap- | ed to bc taken out of the Canonical Scrip- 
tures of the Old Teſtament ; yet the Kalen- 
dar appoints many Apocryphal Chapters to 
be read for th=firit Leſſon : Is Apocrypha 
| become 42 pair of the Old Teſtament? I 
know our Church had no intent1on to make 
itſo, yet the Phraſe uſed by her 1n a Com- 
plex Notion, ſounds as if ſhe did ; I ſuppoſe 
therefore ſhe calls all Books preceding the 
New Teltament, whether Canonical or A- 
pocryphal by the name of the Old Teſta- 
ment; If this ſuppoſition hold, than the ad- 
monition to all Miniſters Eccleſiaſtical pre- 
fixed to the Second Book of Homilies will 
warrant them to change all the Chapters A- 
pocryphal that ſhall fall in courſe to be read 
on every Sunday or Holiday into a Chapter 
of the New Teſtament, tor in that Admo- 
nition ſuch Liberty is granted, or rathec 
ſach courſe is preſcribed in reference to the 
leſs edifying Chapters of the Old Teſtament. 
But per haps by aſlenting and conſenting to 
all and any thing , Minilters have given a- 
way their liberty to make any ſuch exchange. 
| Lerthofe whom it concerns conſider. W here 
| I live I havelirtle opportunity to hear Apo- 
| crypha read publickly, and if in my Family 
I make choic: of Divine!ly inſpired Writings 
C32 Cd) 
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to read, I hope I am no tranſgreſſsur of the 
Law. 

Nor really do I know what 1s meant in our 
Liturgy by a loud voice In the old Com- 
mon Prayer Book after the abſolution the 
Miniſter was appointed to begin the Lords 
Prayer with a loud voice, In the new, /ozd is 
changed into audible, and we are alſo requi- 
red at that time co repeat it after the Mini- 
ſter, which was not required in the old. But 
now coming to look upon our directions for 
the rehearſing of the Lords Prayer, after 
the repeating of the Creed, I hind that not 
only the Miniſter, but Clerks and people are 
appointed to ſay it with a loud voice. [ 
cannot think the phraſe 15 meerly varied by 
Chanc?, nor yet do I ſce the Reaſon of the 
variation, nor do. I obſerve any, either 
Prieſts or people, thus to vary by ſtraining 
their voice bigher at one time than another, 
Perhaps our laſt Amerders of the Liturgy 
did put audible, inſtead of loud, 1n ſome pla- 
ces; that w= might know that voice was loud 
enough on the Miniſters part which the peo- 
ple could hcar ;, but what ſhall be called el- 
ther an audible or loud voice on the peoples 
part? Are thoſe people that kneel at one 
end of the Church co ſpeak ſo loud as they 
may bz heard of thoſe who kneel at the 0- 


therend, or loud enough to be ticard of the 
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Miniſter, or only loud enough to be heard of 
thoſe who are next to them. Mr, D. hath 
had many occaſions and opportunities to aſ- 
ſent and conſent to all and every thing con- 
rained and preſcribed, and therefore is ig- 
norant of none of theſe things 3 Let him be 
him»be intreated to help us poor Ingramsz 
for our Countrey Prieſts are as unable to 
untie theſe knots as our ſelves. 

All this I have written, not out of any 
diſlike ro thoſe who pur out their Books in 
the defence of the Engliſh Liturgy , for 1 
ſhould be right glad of the pains of any who 
would juſtifie it againſt all rhe ObjeQions 
with which it is preſſed; provided he would 
do itlike a Scholar and like a Chriſtian, 
grounding whatever he writes upon ſuch 
Reaſons as are apt to move thoſe who have 
Conſciences, and do remember that God 
will bring them toa ſtri& accouar for all 
that they do in his Worſhip; but Mr. D. 
evidently 1s no meer perſon to make our 
Churches defence ; for he has been ſo highly 
rewarded, is ſo overwhelmed with Ecclefi- 
aſtical Preferments, and Dignities, that the 
W orld will hardly think ar.y thing put him 
upon writing beſides filthy lucre.1f he would 
have done our Church fervice, |: ſhould 
have cor tented himſelf with ſome one Eecle- 
flaſtical Prefcrment, ſpending h,mſelf in thar, 
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going to his people, from houſe to houſe, 


perſwading them to credit the Liturgy, by 
excelling all thoſe in Virtue that uſed no L1- 
turgy ; he ſhould have conjur'd them to de. 
ny all ungodlineſs, and worldly luſts, and to 
uſe their be!t wiſdom ſo to order their af- 
fairs, as that they might have leiſure to 
come Morning and Evening every day, and 
receive the benefit of their Churches Litur- 
gy : but asthe Apoſtle ſaid, T hat they who 
themſelves were circumciſed kept not the Law : 
{o we ſay, that they who have aſfſented and 
conſented, do not obſerve the Orders and 
Rules ro which they havegiven aſſ:nt and 
conſent, nor yield thar 'Obedience which 
they have ſworn to yield : How few bz they 
that Catechiſe half an hour every Sunday and 
Holiday ? How few be they that have called 
and advertiſed notorious evil-|tvers not to 
approach the Lords Table , until they have 
eruly repented and amended their naughty 
livee?How many have ſubſcribed the Articles 
who never ſo much as read the Homilies that 
by the Articles they are to approve? I once 
happened into the Company of the Retour 
of a Pariſh, who fignifying to me that he 
had lately been with the Biſhop ro receive 
Orders from hun, I asked what things were 
required of him in order to Ordination? He 
told me among other things, he had ſubſcri- 
bed 
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bed the three Articles in the 36 Canon : bur 
when I demanded of him what thoſe Arti- 
cles were, he confeſſed he knew not what 
they were, nor had heever ſeen them, bur 
followed his Leader : and not long fince, one 
had confidence enough to come to aReverend 
Miniſter of my acquaintancewirh a purpoſe 
to perſwade him.to Conformity ; but my 
Friend arguing for his Non-conformity from 
a very plain paſſage in the Licurgy,he denied 
that there was any ſuch paſſage to be found ; 
and had not this man then well read and ſtu- 
died the Book, to which he ſo ſolemnly gave 
aſſent and conſent, I profeſs where-ever [ 
come, I make it my buſineſs to reconcile 
people to the publick Aſſemblies, my Gon- 
ſcience would fly In my face if I ſhould do 0- 
therwiſe; but I find my ſelf unable to pre- 
vail with them through the prejudice they 
have taken vp againſt the Liturgy, and their 
prejudices are grounded for the moſt part 
vpon the wicked lives of thoſe that are the 
moſt conitant Readers and frequenters of it. 
I ſhall never upon this account ceaſe to joyn 
in prayers and to hear Sermons ; butyetl 
rejoyce that a great Prelate latcly in his Viſt- 
ration openly declared in his Speech, his re- 
ſolution to proceed, and deal more ſeverely 
againſt thoſe who ſhould be found looſe and 
profane, than againſt thoſe that differed _ 
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him only in Ceremonies, The Lord piye 
hearts to thoſe whom it concerns, to think 
jmmorality worthy of preſentment, and ro 
ſet a mark vpon all whoſe feet run into all 
exceſs of Riot, and whoſe Tonguts are ſet on 
fire from Hel!, that ſo we may have where- 
with to ſtop the mouths of thoſe who are 
bent upon Separation, and employ their 
Rherorick in nothing more, than in perſwa- 
ding the people that God is departed from 
us:It would be a ſmall rrouble to me to find 
the Non-conformiſts diſarmed, did I find 
the Weapons of their Warfare put into the 
hands of thoſe, who would uſe then more, 
to the diſadvantage of the Worid, Fleſh, and 
D-vil. 

I have mentioned one thing that makes 
Mr. D. not the fitteſt perſon in the World 
to wanagethis Controverſie, that 1s, his not 
being tree from, art leaſt the ſuſpicion, of Co- 
vetouſn:ſ:. I will ſuggeſt ore or two more : 
He feems tc +: very ;iudicious, and there- 
fore put :.:o his Book fuch cold Commen- 
dations of Clhvrch and Liturgy , as do only 
not diſpraiſc it. I in{tance only in Monſieur 


Vanquelire, whom he brings in Pag.18g.thus 


extolling our Liturgy, T ve Book of Commo:: 
Prayer u very far from any Iaol-:try, and there

25 not 1n it any formal Sunerſtition. Is not this 


arareElogium? But above ail hedif parages | 
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himſelf by giving flattering Titles unto men, 
Pag. 87. he tells us that Monſieur Goyen ts as 
verſe in Antiquity as poſſible 3 a Commenda- 
tion too high to be given to any man, and 
ſuch as that Reverend perſons worth will 
never ſuffer him to accepr of,or ſo much as to 
commend the love of him who gave 1t;let any 
one read the Epiltle Dedicatory to hisBook, 
he will find the Lord Chancellour fo highly 
commended, that any one may fee the Com- 
mendations were rather givento his Place, 
chan to his Virrues 3 all the Authority of the 
Nation hath lately ſentenced him to Baniſh- 
ment, and yet Mr. D.could not find ſo much 
humility, as either to bewail his fault,or his 


| unhappineſs, who had beſtowed ſuch praiſes, 


in a printed letter upon him, whom the King- 


| dom has declared to have deſerved 111 of 1t, 
| and of the Church roo. 


I may well think you will begin toſay what

ſhould chuſe two hundred into the Houſe of 
Commons, and the people one, that Meet- 
ing could be called the Repreſentative of the 
People of England? Mr. D. Sho has uſed 
this Title ſhould have done well to glve ſa. 
tisfation to ſuch kind of Queſtions as theſe, 
and to have ſhewed us Synods in other 
Churches , the Major part of the Members 
whereof, are neither choſen by the people, 
nor by the Clergy ; inſtead of doing ſo, he 
hath lefr it doubtful, what he means by the 
Church: And it is much more doubtful to me 
whom he means by his Schiſmaticks : againſt 
whoſe vociferations he pretends to defend 
his Church : When you have called a man 
Schiſmatick, you have call'd him every thing: 
but I believe no man in the world thinks that 
all thoſe againſt whom he vents his ſpleen in 
this Book, deſerve to be called Schiſmaticks. 
Iam ſure according to the definition of 
Schiſme, that is given by Dr. Hammond, they 
are not Schiſmaticks : Mr. D. ſeems to

ter, Now it is notoriouſly known that he con- 
{tantly-went to the publick Congregation : 
its known 32lſo that he has in the publick 
Congregation received the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper according to the form that is 
by Law eſtabliſhed : he has Communion 
with the Church of England in all C.dinan- 
ces, takes a great deal of pains to reſolve the 
doubts of thoſe who ſcruple Communion 
with her, and yet is in Mr. D's account ,one 
of the Heads -of the Schiſmaticks , Let him 
take he:d that he do not throw this dirt 1n- 
to ſuch mens faces, if he do, it will fly back 
into his own. The Caſe of hundreds of 


Non-conformiſts ſtands thus : When they | 


were School-bhoyes, or Under-graduates in 
the Univerſity, the King called the ſo much 
ealked of Long-Parliament, in which both 
the High-Commiſſion Court, and Star. Cham- 
ber were taken downa ; nd the High- Com. 
miſſion Court was taken down in words fo 
gen:r2!, as were interpreted to reach all 0- 
ther Eccleſiaſtical JurisdiRion and coercive 
power of Church Conſiſtories : by theſe 
two Statutes Dr. Heylin ſayes, That the two 
great Bulwarks of the Church were beaten 
down ; In the ſame Parliament alſo paſſed an 
AQ diſabling th: Biſhops to fit as Members 
in the Houſe of Peers; in this condition 
ftcod things until an unhappy War was be- 
gun 
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gun betwixt the King and the two Houſes, 
during the heat or which War, the two 
Houſes Voted away the Epiſcopal Govern- 
merit eſtabliſhed in the Nation, and Biſhops, 
inthe places where their Forces preyailed,ei- 
ther were not at all, or ſhewed not them- 
ſelves , Divine Providenee ſo ord redit, that 
the Kings Forces were at laſt quite overcome, 
and with them Biſhops alſo were overcome; 
ſoas they no where publickly and ſolemnly 
own'd either their Power of order,or Jutisdi- 
Rion:ſo {ſtood affairs until that his Majeſty 
was reſtored; but inthe-mean time young 
men that had applied themſclves to the ſtu- 
dy of Divinity, were under nccellity either 
by the Statutes of Colledges, or by accept- 
ing of Livings, to enter into Holy Orders, 
and to receive thoſe Holy Orders from meer 
Presbyters ; by which Orders they aCted 
for many Years, the Lord accompanying 
their Miniſtry with great ſucceſs , the people 
every where receiving the Euchariſt at their 
hands, and bringing their Children alſo to 
be baptizzd by them ; the Parliament which 
had the happineſs to bring 1n the King, con- 
firming them in their Livings , but the pre- 
ſent Parliament hath thought meet to en- 
aCt that all ſhould be uncapable of Cure of 
Souls that had not Epiſcopal Ordination ; 
ſo as they finding themſelves under this Di- 
lemma 
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lemma, that either they muſt nullifie their 


former Orders by Re-ordination, or elſe 
quit their Livings, choſe to relinquiſh their 


Benefices , & ſo made way to the preferment , 


of many every way of Mr. Ds own mind; 
He himſelf perhaps he had not had ſo many 
Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, and Dignities,could 
they have ſatisfied themſelves to keep their 
ſtations ; this 15 the Schiſme of a great ma- 
ny of thoſe with whom he is ſo angry : And 
can he not forgive them ſuch a Schiſm which 
proved ſo beneficial to himſelf and others ? 
It will be more difficult to forgive Mr. D. 
the Schiſme that he himſelf endeavours to 
make contrary tothe Intent of the Aft of In. 
demnity, and Oblwwion, by which we are com- 
manded to bury the ARings of thoſe that 
were indemnified in the Grave, ſo as not to 
mention them to the diſparagement of any, 
but leave them wholly to the Judgment of 
the Great day ; bur this bitter man, as if he 
envied Church, and State, the Peace, and 
Quietneſs they both enjoy, will needs open 
the Grave of Oblivion, rake into the duſt, 
and bring all old Stories and Tranſaftions 
upon thc Stage again. Would any man 
be I:ke minded ; how eafte vere 1t to recri- 
mirate ; Who knows not that a Primate of 
Englana, ad Metropolitan cook up Arms 1n 
the Cauſe of the two Houſes, and had Mo- 
ney 
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ney Voted him for his good Service? Was 
not the Author of Politica Sacra & Civilia, 
an Epiſcopal Divine? Doth henot at pre- 
ſent Conform? Is he out of his Living, 
who writ the 7145 Divinum Regimins Eccle- 
faftici ? If we ſhould make ſearch into our 
Biſhops, Deans, Prebenas, Prieſts, might we 
not finde ſuch as took the Covenant them- 
ſelves, and perſwadgd others to take it?Nay, 
might we not among them, even among 
them, find thoſe that rook the Engagement, 
and came into the Livings of thoſe thar 
were outed for not taking the Engagement ? 
Nay,if.a man would make enquiry for Brad- 
ſaw's Chaplains, are they not among the 
the Conformiſts ? Be they not alſo among 
them who juſtified the Murthering of the 
Kirg? Andif it were allowable to Glory, 
how many Non-conformiſts had ſuffered 
deeply in the Kings Cauſe before Mr. D. in 
the Iſle of Fer/y was either baniſhed or mo- 
leſted ? but theſe are things wholly He- 
terogeneous to Conformity, and Non- 
conformity z So isalfo the whole ſeries of 
the late War: It hath been my hap as yet eG 
know but of four mecr Non-conformiſts, 


| that were aged experienced Divines at the 


beginning of the Warrs ; and they four ſo 


faras Icanlearn, were allin their Judg- 


ments unſatisfied 1n the Parliament War; It 
1s 
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is like enough that there were many others 
that wer: fatisficd 1n their Cauſe, and 3Red 
for 1t : But what need Mr. D: orT be ſollici- 
rons about this? Does not the King under- 
{ſtand his Supremacie ? Has not the Parlia- 
liament d-clared it unlawtu] upon any pre- 
tence whatſoever to take up Arms againſt 
him? After ſuch Declaration, who is he 
that will dare to call the-thing in Queſtion ? 
I do not know that fince his Majeſties Re- 
curn any Book has been printed, aſſerting 
the Lawfulneſs of SubjcCts taking up Arms a- 
painſt a King, unleſs that which was publiſh- 
ed asMr. Hookers, by Dr.Gawaen,& dedicated 
tothe King himſelf;nor do 1 tind anyEngliſh 
Divine, whoſe teſtimony the W riters for the 
Parliaments Cauſe did more build upon, than 
Biſhop B/ſox, the Great Propugner of Hie- 
rarchy, whoſe words it would be Treaſon 
now to tranſcribe. Mr. D, knows where to 
find them , let him take them into his eonfi- 
deration, and ſee how he can qualifie them ; 
for my part I donot love to exerciſe my 
ſelf in things too high for me : this I muſt 
take leave ro ſay, That Mr, D. hath mani- 
teſted himſelf very grofly to be a reſpeCter 
of perſons : for whereas he pours out con- 
tempt upon ſome now alive, for expreſſions 
that fell from them in a eime of trouble and
